BEATTY, Nev.. June 5.—Death 
Valley has been transformed by a 
prank of nature into a brilliant 


land of flowers. 


In 1925 less than half an inch 
of rain fell in Death Valley, which 
is the lowest dry land in the West- 


ern hemisphere. 


This year, however, there was 
a complete reversal of the usual 
order of things. For nineteen 
consecutive days in May showers 
fell on the parched sands. Myriad 
varieties of seeds, which apparently 
had lain dormant for many years, 
suddenly burst into bloom. 

The landscape, usually qGharac- 
terized by bare sand dunes and 
buttes and lomas of tan and cho- 
collate, was changed into a splash 
of marvelous color. 

From a distance.the giant death 
bowl, usually an arid waste 
scorching sand, appears as a thick 
purple carpet.

Thereupon he coolly gathered 
up his papers, his hat and his 
crutch, and left the committce 
room, while Senators Walsh and 
Blaine vainly commanded him to 
remain, 


“If you decide to subpena me, 
you may fin] me at -my office,” 
was the Bishop's parting shot. 

A burst of handclapping from the 
dry partisans crowded into the 
room applauded the Methodist pre- 
late’s crowning challenge to the 
authority of the committee, A 
moment later it was succeeded by 
a general outburst of laughter as 
Senator Borah, arriving just too 
late to make up a quorum of the 
committee, paused in the door to 
stare in bewilderment at the va- 
cant witness chair. 

Bishop Cannon evidently had 
pursued his custom of determining 
in advance upon a course of action, 
He was already in the witness 
chair when acting Chairman Walsh 
and Senator Blaine entered and 
called the session to order. At once 
the Bishop made a request. 

“In view of what occurred here 
yesterday,” he said, “I should like 
to make a statement which I think 
may affect the procedure of the 
committee. It may not, but I 
think it will.” 

Walsh nodded assent, and the 
witness read the following pre- 
pared statement: 

Cannon's Statement. 

“In view of the nature of the

BAR RAISED BEFORE 
LOCOMOTIVE PASSED 
Motor Cycle Patrolman 
Attempting to Cross 
Struck, but His Comrade 
Escapes Uninjured. 


Melvin M. Butts, operator in 
charge of the Lindell-Union grade 
crossings when Motorcycle Patrol- 
man Edward E. Schnittker was 
killed last night by an eastbound 
Wabash passenger train on the 
Lindell boulevard crossing, was 
held for the grand jury, charged 
with criminal carelessness, at the 
conclusion of a Coroner’s inquest 
today. 

The jury’s verdict charged “the 
crossing gates were prematurely 
opened” by Butts. Bond was set 
at $5000 pending presentation of 
the evidence to the grand jury, 

Five eye-witnesses testified that 
the gate at the southwest corner of 
the crossing was raised a moment 
before the train reached the cross- 
ing at 8:50 o’clock, permitting 
Traffic Sergeant August A. LaTour 
and Schnittker to proceed into the 


path of the train. LaTour cleared | Fifty-Seven Companies Join 


the track; but the left side of the 
locomotive struck the rear wheel of 
Schnittker’s motorcycle, throwing 
him to the ground, 

Gate Went Up, Witness Says. 

John W. Colton, 4939 West Pine 
boulevard, and P. M. Henderson, 
Lay road, St. Louis County, testi- 
fied they were in their automobiles 
waiting behind the two motor 
cycles for the gates to rise. They 
had waited more than five min- 
utes, they said, when the single 
gate in front of them went up, ris- 
ing about: 10 feet above the 
ground, dropped slightly and rosé 
again. 

Colton said he started forward, 
but stopped his car directly under 
the raised gate when he saw thé 
approaching train and heard one 
of his passengers exclaim: “Stop; 
that was for the cops to g0 
through.” | 

Three persons testified they were 
in automobiles on the other side 
of the crossing waiting to proceed 
west in Lind2ll boulevard and gave 
a similar description of the move- 
ment of the southwest gate. These 
witnesses were Dr. A. M. Langen- 
bach, 432 East Big Bend road, 8&t. 
Louis County; Miss Zoe McDonald, 
4531 McPherson avenue, and Louis 
Jackson, 6560 Pershing avenue. 

Butts and members of the train 
crew were at the inquest, but did 
not testify on advice of counsel. To 
policemen who questioned him 
after the accident, Butts said: “‘No. 
12 from Kansas City was due at 
8:48 o'clock. I lowered the gates 
at 8:40 and waited for almost 10 
minutes, but no train came. Then 
1 went to the telephone, called the 
De Baliviere crossing and asked 
about No. 12. The watchman said, 
‘It just passed here.’ The train 
passed my tower as I hung up the 
phone. I looked out the window 
and saw the crowd below.” 

Companion Hit By Body. 

Sergt. La Tour, who did not tes- 
tify, said in his report: “We were 
gOing east in Lindell when we 
were stopped by the crossing gate, 
We waited above five minutes and 
then the gate went up. I started 
across and Schnittker followed 
me. I did not realize the train 
was there until something hit my 
side. It was Schnittker, -thrown 
from his motor cycle.” 

The Lindell and Union crossings 
are soon to be eliminated by the 
depression of the tracks and the 
construction of viaducts for the 
two boulevards. A few yards from 
the scene of the policéman’s death 
steam shovels are digging for the 
lower right-of-way. 

Schnittker was 36 years old, a 
World War veteran and former 
butcher. He joined the police 
force in 1919 and was aasigned to 
the motor cycle service June 1, 
1923. He lived at 43658 Forest 
Park avenue with his wife, Mrs. 
Glennie W. Schnittker, a graduate 
nurse, 

Yesterday was the first anni- 
versary of their marriage. Passing 
Jewish Hospital last night, Mrs. 
Schnittker observed a crowd on the 
sidewalk and recognized het hus- , 
band’s motorcycle. Thinking he 
had accompanied someone to the 
hospital, she went in and learned 
he had been brought there dead. 

The funeral will be held at 2 p. 
m. Saturday from the Ambruster 
chapel, 4234 Manchester avenue, to 
Valhaila Cemetery. 

Schnittker died of a skull frac- 
ture and internal injuries, but his 
motorcycle was damaged slightly. 
On the instrument board, near the 
ignition, he had mounted a pair of 
red dice with the winning combi- 

nation of six and five on top.

FIRMS FILE SUI 
NN RATE DISPUTE 


in Action Seeking Review 
of State Superintendent 
Thompson’s Ofder. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 5.—A 
new attack of the stock fire in- 
surance companies upon the State 
Insurance Department in the rate 
increase controversy, came today, 
when 57 companies filed suit in 
Cole County Circuit Court, asking 
that the court review Superintend- 
ent Thompson’s order of May 28. 
This order was a denial of the 
companies’ application for increases 
of 16 2-3 per cent in fire and wind- 
storm premiums. 
Hearing of the case was set for 
Oct. 6, and the department will 
be unable to interfere, before that 
time, with the enforcement of the 
new rates. The companies will be 
required, on the other hand, to im- 
pound the excess amounts collect- 
ed, for return to policyholders in 
case the increase is not finally 
upheld. 
The 57 companies are those 
which did not take part in ob- 
taining an injunction in Federal 
Court, May 28, against interference 
by the insurance superintendent 
with the new rates. The number 
of companies taking part in the 
Federal Court proceeding was 157. 
The Insurance Department thought 
it possible that the other com- 
panies would accept the superin- 
tendent’s order, and that their 
competition would have an effect 
on those resisting. Now, however, 
nearly all companies in the State 
are resisting the superintendent in 
one court or the other. 
In the Federal case, the com- 
panies have been required to fur- 
nish $1000 bond each. This, it is 
thought, will not caver the excess 
premiums in many ‘cases, and the 
court may be asked to increase the 
bond required, . 
In the Federal case, the 157 
companies presented their  indi- 
vidual figures to show losses under 
the previous rates, In the suit filed 
today in the State Court, the 57 
companies cite their aggregate fig- 
ures, to show a loss of $6,784,186 in 
the fiye years, 1924-28 inclusive. 
This variation of tactics is believed 
to be an experiment, for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining which form 
of plea will make the better case. 
John T. Barker and Floyd E. 
Jacobs of Kansas City, special 
counsel for the State Insurance 
Department in the seven years of 
litigation over a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion ordered in fire insurance rates, 
who have received $58,500 in at- 
torney fees from the State so far, 
today asked the Supreme Court to 
allow them an additional fee, out 
of excess premiums collected by 
the companies and due policy hold- 
ers in refunds. 
They did not state the amount 
of the fee they expected to receive, 
but cited numerous allowances by 
courts to attorneys in other cases, 
in which the fees varied from 5 
per cent of the amount recovered 
to lump sums as high as $500,000.

TWO SLAIN BY CHINESE GANGS, 
POLICE FEAR TONG OUTBREAK 


Member of Hip Sing Shot Down in 
New York: Second Victim 
Murdered With Hatchet.

NEW YORK, June 5.—Chinese 
runmen and hatchet men went intc 
action in four cities today and last 
night, killing two men and leading 
police to fear that widespread 
tong warfare might be impending. 

A group rode through Chicago's 
Chinatown last night in an effort 
to kill Frank Chin, a representative 
of the Chin Oak Tin Tong, but he 
was not hit by any of the bullets 
from pistols and a machine gun. 

In Beston seven shots were fired 
into the headquarters of the Hip 
Sing Tong, but again no one was 
injured. 

Ha Gong. a waiter, was killed in 
New York by two men who hid in a 
doorway near his home, outside 
the bounds of Chinatown. Two re- 
volvers were found near his body. 
He was a Hip Sing. Assailants at- 
tacked Eng Sing, a laundryman, in 
Newark, N. J., teday, and left him 
dead with a hatchet buried in his 
skull. |

A Dramatic Defiance. : 
Seldom in the Senate’s history 
has a committee investigation pro- 
duced a more electrifying specta- 
cle.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Sena- 
tor Morris Sheppard, very dry 
Democrat of Texas, known as “the 
father ~ of the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” appeared this morning be- 
fore a subcommittee of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee to argue for 
his g bill making the buyer 
of illii Boia equally guilty with 
the seller. 

Senators Steiwer (Rep. ), Oregon, 
Overman (Dem.), North Carolina, 
and Waterman (Rep.), Colorado, 
are the members of the subcom- 
mittee’which will pass initially 
upen Sheppard’s effort to extend | 
the Volstead act. 

Pressure for the -passage of the 
Dill followed hard upon the recent 
Supreme.Court decision, holding 
that the law, as it now stands, does 
not cover the act of purchase. 


Sheppard told the committee he | 


had introduced two other related 
bills—one of them to bring the 
purchaser within the purview of 


other an amendment exempting 
the pafchase of liquor by an offi- 
cial for the purpose of obtaining 
evidence. :

Proceeding with a long prepared 
statement, Sheppard declared that 
in as much as the purchaser was 
as éssential to the act of sale as 
the. seller, the punishment of the 
purchaser was clearly within the 
scope of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment's ban upon sales. 

“The decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Farrar case,” he con- 
tinued “cannot be regarded as hav- 
ing raised the issue of constitu- 
tionality, and, indeed, that the 
court did not do so must be appar- 
ent in its concluding paragraph, in 
which the court says: ‘Congress 
has significantly left the law in 
its original form.’ 

“The court refers to the fact 
that at no time during the 10-year 
period since the enactment of the 
Volstead law has Congress amend- 
ed that law by including the term 
‘purchase’ under section three, the 
section dealing with alcohol as «a 
beverage. This is the extent to 
which apparently the decision of 
the court goes. . That Congress 
failed to insert the term ‘purchas¢’ 
in connection with beverage alco- 
hol in the original passage of the 
act is not. held by the court as 
having been beyond the power of 
Congress to include it.” 

Sheppard relied heavily upon a 
statement by Federfal Judge Charies 
J. Dawson of the Western District 
of Kentucky, to the effect that the 
Volstead act was the only criminal 
statute within his knowledge which 
did not make all the participants 
in a-crime equally guilty. The 
Senator damned the purchaser of 
illicit liquor ds the person primar- 
ily to blame for violations of the 
prohibition laws. 

“Ultimately,” he said, “the whole 
structure of liquor lawlessness rests 
upon the buyer of illicit siquor. 
Without him, traffic in illicit liquor 
could not persist, Unmenaced by 
the terror of the law, he practically 
subsidizes moonshiners, rum-run- 
ners, high-jackers, bootleggers, cor- 
ruptionists, gangsters and the whole 
unsavory crew who are held to- 
gether by the cohesive Sos of 
profit. 

“It is for the buyer that these 
criminals exist. He supports them. 
The liquor gangs of the great cities, 
one of the most serious menaces to 
public safety, are as ‘truly main- 
tained by the buyer of illicit liquor

BL FOR TRIAL 


PASED BY HUE 


- WASHINGTON, June 5.—The 
key piece of legisiation in the 
Hoover law enforcement commis- 
sion's program for increasing. the 


leffectiveness ‘of the prohibition 


statutes today bore the approval 
of the House and awaited the ac- 
tioh of the Senate, 

This was the much disputed 
measure to permit United States 
Commissioners to handle minor 
violations of the dry law without a 
jury. It was passed by the House 
late yesterday after a heated de- 
bate. Three other measures con- 
nected with it were approved by 
the House on Tuesdar. 

This group of laws by amending 
the Jones law and the United 
States code defines and fixes max- 
imum penalties for misdemeanors 
and authorizes an accused person 
to waive his constitutional right of 
trial by jury. 

The fourth bill was attacked by 
the wet bloc and by some dry 
members as unconstitutional, and 
involving an undesirable change on 
judicial procedure. They attempted 
tosend it back to conference, but 
failed by a vote of 22§ to 157. It 
was then approved, 218 to 117, 
with many dry Democrats joining 
administration Republicans in vot- 
ing for its passage. 

The bill was amended from the 
floor to authorize Commissioners 
to handle petty offenses against all 
Federal statutes, not only the pro- 
hibition laws, to permit a defend- 
ant to appeal for a jury trial or 
trial by a Judge, and to fiz a limit 
upon the amount in fees that a 
Commissioner could collect for 
pleas of not guilty. 

In general, the program was in- 
tended to attack the prohibition 
problem by relieving congestion in 
the Federal courts. The original 
proposals of the Law Enforcement 
Commission were subjected to nu- 
merous major chahges in commit- 
tee sessions, but thé commission 
approved the program before it 
was reported to the House,

LONDON, 3 une 5.—The final ex- 
penses of the. illness of © King 
George, now being cleared up, fall 
little short of £40,000, or. about 
$200,000. - 

These include the cost ‘of setting 
up at Buckingham Palace an elab- 
orately equipped dispensary for the 
compounding of the various drugs 
administered to the King during 
his ‘illness. This dispensary has 
only recently been dismantled. It 
was in charge of a highly skilled 
chemist and two assistants, who 
have been discharged. The total 
cost of setting up and running this 
dispensary amounted to well over 
$15,000. 

Lord Dawson of Penn, the King’s 
chief medical attendant, who for a 
while gave up the greater part of 
a practice worth $100,000 a year 
to devote his entire attention to 
King George, received $50,000. 

Sir Stanley Hewitt from Decem- 
ber 1928 to July of last. year gave 
up his whole practice to attend to 
the monarch. He lived at Buck- 
ingham Palace and later went with 
the King to Bognor. He was paid 
$2500 a month, but, considering 
that Sir Stanley Hewitt’s practice 
was certainly worth $50,000 a year, 
this would not appear to have been

a generous remuneration. Not 
long ago he received a check from 
the keeper of the King’s privy 
Purse that probably compensated 
him for the’practice he lost. 

Lionel Whitby, the —bacteriolo- 
gist, whose skil lin the treatment 
of the King’s blood in the most 
dangerous stages of his illness did 
80 muc’ to help the monarch to- 
wards recovery, was paid $10,000. 

The cost of the various ray 
treatments the King underwent 
ran at least to another $10,000. 

An elaborate mechanism was 
erected at the palace for convey- 
ing a continuous supply of purified 
air to the King’s bedroom. The air 
was forced through chemically 
treated water and then through a 
six-inch pipe into the King’s room. 
This cost $20,000, including the 
fees of the engineers. 

King George's stay at Craigweil 
House at Bognor cost him in rent 
| $500 a week and he was there 
nearly three months. Conveying 
the King to Bognor cost $7500. 
This was the cost of the specially 
constructed ambulance in which 
the monarch traveled. 

Then there were the fees paid 
to the nurses. Six were employed 
im the more critical stages of his 
iliness and four later. The nurses 
were paid at the normal rate, but 
each received a gift of $500 when 
their attendance was no longer

CHEMIST INTRODUCES 
RIAL FOR STEAM HEAT 


Substance Called Diphenyl Per- 
forms Same Function With- 
out Danger of Explosion. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, June 5.—A rival for 
steam heat, diphenyl, the world’s 
newest commercial substance, was 
introduced to the American Insti- 
tute of Chemical Engineers here to- 
day. 

Diphenyl—pronounced dy-fen-ill 
—is a synthetic chemical, some- 
thing that probably never existed 
anywhere in nature, but better than 
water for one purpose. This prop- 
erty scientifically named “heat 
transfer’ was described by Prof. W. 
L. Badger of the University of 
Michigan. 

Heat transfer is the thing that 
steam does when it warms the 
radiator and through it the air in 
the room. Diphenyl carries great 
heat without the explosive pressure 
of steam. At 700 degrees the new 
chemical has onl yabout 65 pounds 
pressure compared with about 1000 
pounds for steam. 

Diphenyl is not at present a sub- 
stitute for steam heat, but it is 
likely some day to make it easier to 
pipe heat into the house from a 
central station much as water now 
is piped. Prof. Badger disclosed 
some of the peculiarities encount- 
ered in using diphenyl] in manufac- 
ture of caustic. For one thing it 
can teak out cf joints impervious 
to steam and water.

POPE OVER MALTA 


England Charges Vatican 
With Action Equivalent 
to ‘Claim to Interfere in 
‘ Politics of Colony.”’

LONDON, June 5.—Details of a 
conflict between the British Gov- 
ronment in Malta, Mediterranean 
maval base, and the Vatican: were 
disclosed today with publication of 
an official Blue Book on the sub- 


ect. 
The Blue Book, which contains 
correspondence regarding the 


Maltese situation, charges the Vati- 
can with acting in a manner 
“which constitutes nothing less 
than a claim to interfere with the 


domestic politics of a British 
colony.” 
The trouble arose about 18 


months ago when the Prime Min- 
ister Lord Strickland, himself a 
Catholic, prevented ecclesiastical 
authorities from transferring a 
Franciscan priest who was a na- 
tive Maltese to a Sicilian mona- 
stery against his will. 

When Lord Strickland refused to 
permit the tranfer, he held that no 
British subject could be compelled 
by a foreign Power to leave British 
territory against his will. 


* Maltese Catholics ther were for- 
bidden by churchmen ‘to vote for 
the Government party in the forth- 
coming elections. 

A concordat between the Gov- 
ernment and the Hcly See was put 
into draft forms It defines rela- 
tions of church and state in the 
colony and had been expected to 


The final note in the correspond- 
ence was written May 30, and con- 
tains a British assurance of desire 
to assist in maintaining peace and 
tranquillity on the island. 

“This being so,”’ the Government 
wrote, “they (the Gcvernment) re- 
gret that the Holy See have not ap- 
preciated the necessity of taking 
practical measres to implement 
this assurance and have refused to 
take steps as far as concerns them 
for restoration of the normal po- 
litical life of Malta.”’ 


The correspondence contains a 
Vatican complaint of undue inter- 
ference by Lord Strickland in the 
religious sphere and an expression 
of resentment against “the false 
and malicious insinuation by Lord 
Strickland that the Holy See acted 
in favor of the Italian party in 
the island.”’ 


An attempt was made May 23 
by a Nationalist to assassinate 
Strickland.

Of these nine have 
come from the Netherlands, seven from Switzerland, 
five from Canada, four each from Spain and Italy, and 
three each from Austria, Egypt, France, Germany and 
Norway. The reprisals already afoot in some of 
our. best foreign markets, and still others threatened 
by such large consumers of our manufactured prod- 
ucts as Canada, Argentina and Australia, cannot have 
failed to make a great tmpression upon the mind of 
a man who for eight years before he entered the 
White House was engaged in developing our foreign 
trade. 
If Mr. Hoover is open-minded, he can say of such 
a tariff bill only what more than 1200 other American 
economists have said about it. They have said 
that it will increase the cost of living, that it will 
not help the farmer, that it will destroy our foreign 
markets, and that it will benefit only a few people 
at the expense of the many. Every one of those more 
than 1200 trained men would, if he could, veto the 
bill, and we believe Mr. Hoover will veto it.

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DIETS FOR DOGS. 
Butchers’ scraps and not porterhouse should be 
the menu for a dog if the owner wants it to live 
long and prosper, says Dr. William Lentz of Penn- 
sylvania University. The doctor bases his conclusion 
on the case histories of long-lived dogs, finding that 
the majority had access to the choice vitamines 
thrown out by meat shops and abattoirs. .

TARDIEU has made a complete and 
most reassuring reply to the series of 
*violent harangues that have come 
from Signor Mussolini in his tour of North- 
ern Italy. He said that France is strong 
and is conscious of her strength. She does 
not need, therefore, either to boast or to be 
afraid. He announced a large appropria- 
tion to strengthen the defenses of the fron- 
tier in Europe and in Northern Africa, an 
announcement which is to be understood 
in Fascist Italy as a suggestion that the 
d’Annunzio raid on Fiume is not to be imi- 
tated in Savoy, on the Riviera, in Corsica, 
or in Tunis. -He stated that the military 
evacuation of Germany will be completed 
at the end of this month. 

The French nation has taken the measure 
of Signor Mussolini’s animosity. The French 
know that though his language is the most 
threatening employed in Europe since the 
Kaiser appeared in shining armor, he will 
not himself seek a war with France. The 
French army is incomparably stronger than 
the Italian and it is well known that the 
regular Italian army has been starved to 
find supplies for the Black Shirts, These 
Black Shirts- are tremendous fellows for 
terrorizing the unarmed civilian opposition 
inside of Italy and they might even be able 
to put down a domestic insurrection. But 
as an international military force they are 
negligible,

Eighteen of the 28 St. Louis 
wards. have 603,316 population, it 
became known today, with publi- 
cation of the census for the Thir- 
teenth and Twenty-seventh. 

Wards of the same designation 
as these 18, but of somewhat vary- 
ing territory, had 475,876 inhabi- 
tants in 1920. Direct. comparisons 
cannot be made because all ward 
boundaries were changed in 1921. 

The Thirteenth Ward, in South 
St. Louis, has 49,514 population. It 
contained 48,252 in 1920, in a vary- 
ing area. 

The Twenty-seventh Ward now 
hds 43,658. It had 50,040 in a 
differing area 10 years ago. 

Census Supervisor Kersting has 
completed preliminary figures for 
the last three city wards in his dis- 
trict—the Fourteenth, Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth—but is withhold- 
ing announcements for the time 
being. The Fourteenth is on the 
South Side and the other two in 
lower North St. Louis. Supervisor 
Hassall has yet to complete fig- 
ures for seven wards—the First, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twenty- 
second, Twenty-fourth, Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-eighth. These 
mostly are in outlying districts, 
where it has been expected the 
city would show the greatest gain 
in population. 

St. Louis had a total of 772,897 
in 1920. The Chamber of Com- 
merce hopes the 1930 figure may 
exceed 900,000 and that St. Louis 
may pass Cleveland in the census 
and retain its place as, sixth city. 

The Thirteenth Ward, the popu- 
lation of which was published to- 
day, is bounded on the west by 
Kingshighway, the east by Grand 
boulevard and Idaho and Virginia 
avenues, the north by-Humphrey 


by Milentz avenue, Kansas_ street 


covers the area between Tower 
Grove and Carondelet Parks in 
general. The 1921 change of boun- 
daries took away a considerable 
area of the old ward north of 
Tower Grove Park, but added 
much recently developed residen- 
tial territory at the south end. 
The changes resulted in a net 
gain of about 21 city blocks for this 
ward, but much of the added por- 
ticn was in the region just now 
building up, while the lost portion 
was compactly settied. 

The Twenty-seventh Ward is 
bounded onthe west by the city lim- 
its, the east by Kingshighway, Ar- 
lintong avenue and Union boule- 
vard, the north by West Florissant 
avenue and the south by Baston 
and Ridge avenues. It had a net 
loss of about 205 city blocks in the 
boundary changes. The data indi- 
cates that population has increased 
eonsiderably inthe area now cov- 
ered by the ward, as had been an- 
ticipated. 

About 23,500 names of persons 
thought to have been missed in 
the census have been reported to. 
the Chamber of Commerce in its 
campaign to see that all residents 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County 
are counted. It has been found 
that many names reported had 
been enumerated, but the cam- 
paign is serving to swell the popu- 
lation figure. The Chamber now 
is making a second call on business 
firms, which it asked to check 
employes and which have not yet 
responded. A private night watch- 
man downtown reported several 
names to the' Chamber yesterday, 
having taken the trouble to con- 
vass workers in establishments on 
his beat which were open at night.
